Pevely Dairy Co. filed suit 


in United States District Court 
today to revoke two provisions 
of its 27-month-old contract 
with the Milk Wagon Drivers 
Union on the ground the pro- 
‘visions violate the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. 

The petition names as de- 
fendant Local No. 603 of the 
Teamsters Union and asks that 
the union be enjoined from en- 
forcing contract provisions 
calling for allegedly excessive 
commissions to drivers deliv- 
ering milk to stores. 


Also sought is an injunction 
against enforcement a con- 
tract clause barring distribu- 
tion of Pevely milk products 
through independent contrac- 
tors. 

‘Forced’ on Company. 
„Both provisions, part of a 
contract in effect since July 1, 
1956, and terminating ‘next 
June 30, were “forced” on the 
company by the union, the pe- 
tition asserts; . 

The commission system “has 
compelled plaintiff to pay its 
wholesale store milk route 
drivers up to $20,000 per year 
for eight hours work per day; 
five days pér week,” plus mo 
than a year in welfare 
benefits and three week’s vaca- 
tion, the petition said. 

As recently as last month, a 
driver earned a total ef $2289, 
it was stated. These drivers 
average 120 per cent a week 
more than home delivery driv- 
ers and from 40 to 150 per 
cent more than other union 
members, although the other 
employes work just as hard 
each day as the wholesale 
drivers,“ the petition said.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
26—An election eve appeal for 
support of his plan to operate 
Little Rock high schools as pri- 
vate, segregated institutions 
will be made by radio and tele- 
vision tonight by Gov. Orval 
E. Faubus. He closed the 
schools and called the election 
under a law recently enacted 
by the Legislature at a special 
session called by him in an at- 
tempt to cireumvent'a federal 
court’s integration order. 

Little Rock School District 
voters tomorrow will mark bal- 
lots for or against integration 
of all Little Rock public 
schools. 

Faubus told a press confer- 
ence today he wduld discuss 
the .issues and “what we face 
either way we go.” 

“It’s up to the people to de- 
cide and I will urge all to go 
out and vote,” he said. He de- 
clined to predict the outcome. 
of tomorrow’s balloting but his 
indirect -references indicated 
full confidence the proposal to 
integrate would be defeated. 
He said he was paying the cost 
of the 30-minute time period 
from his own funds. 

The new law provides that 
schools may be integrated only 
if a majority of the “qualified 
electors” of the district ap- 
prove, in effect counting each

Escorted by U.S. Warships. 

Warships of the United 
States Seventh Fleet are es- 
corting the convoys. Destroyers 
made the run today with the 
supply ships. Newsmen sighted 
two or three flying the er- 
ican flag. In Keeping with cus- 
tom, the warships stayed well 
outside the three-mile limit 
though they cruised within the 
12-mile line that Red China 
now claims as its territorial 
boundary.

VANGUARD FIRED 
WITH SATELLITE; 
NO SIGN OF ORBIT 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
Sept. 26 (UPI)—The Navy's 
seventh Vanguard blazed into 
space today in an ‘attempt to 
place into orbit a 20-inch 
satellite that could revolution- 
ize weather forecasting. But 
four hours later scientists in 
Washington said they had been 
unable 0, nfirm that the 
sphere went into orbit. 

The Washington announce- 
ment said “sporadic signals 
have been. received; but all 
data available at this time will 
not allow confirmation or 
denial of the existence of an 
orbit.” 

The Vanguard appeared to 
perform beautifully in the ac- 
tual firing. Ten minutes after 
the blastoff the Navy an- 
nounced that all three stages 
of the rocket fired successfully 
in proper sequence. 

Navy missile men have had 
five Vanguard failures in six 
launchings. An attempted 
launching of this same rocket 
failed last week because of an 
electrical breakdown. 

Thexweather satellite has two 
light-sensitive photo- electric 
cells to measure the movement 
and disposition of cloud cover 
around the world to aid me- 
teorological studies. The infor- 
mation will be stored on a 
miniature ‘tape recorder, then 
broadcast to 11 “minitrack” 
stations around the globe. 

The 80-inch tube-shaped Ex- 
plorers I and IV, launched 
earlier this year by the Army’s 
Jupiter C still are circling the 
earth. One other American 
satellite — Explorer III — and 
the first two Soviet sputniks 
also were placed into orbits 
but later plunged back to earth.

Clue to U.S. Concern. 

Here is the passage that 
may contain a clue to the Ad- 
ministration’s deep concern 
over the defense of Quemoy, as 
distinct from the defense of 
Formosa itself: 

“The Chinese Communists, 
starting last Aug. 23, launched 
a major artillery attack against 
Quemoy. They say, and the 
Soviet Union says, that this is 
the beginning of an effort to 
take Formosa. They probably 
hope that by capturing the off- 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu they will so destroy the 
prestige and authority of the 
Republic of China on Formosa 
that they can then quickly 
take over Formosa by a sub- 
versive coup. But they insist 
they will take it, if need be, 
by open force. And the Soviet 
Union offers help.” 

This points to the following 
thinking by the Administration: 

A stand must be made at the 
small vulnerable island of Que- 
moy because if it falls to the 
Communist siege guns or to at- 
tack by other means the posi- 
tion of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa will dis- 
integrate, The United States 
mutual defgnse treaty with For- 
mosa extends only to armed 
aggression. If the Communists 
are counting on the collapse of 
Chiang’s regime and conse- 
quent subversion, the defense 
treaty could not be invoked. 
Therefore, the United States 
could not defend Formosa itself 
if Quemoy were lost. 

Real Reason for Policy. 

It should be made clear that 
Dulles did not say this would 
happen, nor did he spell out 
the situation in so many words. 
But what he said, coupled with 
other remarks in his speech 
and known or inferred facts 
about the condition of the Chi- 
ang government, indicates what 
may be the real reason why the 
United States has tried to in- 
corporate Quemoy in the de- 
fense area of Formosa 100 
miles away. 

Article five of the 1954 
United States defense treaty 
with Nationalist China reads 
in part:

Much of the reason for the 
decline of interest in.the legal 
profession as a career is trace- 
able to the dramatic scientific 
advances of the space age, Ma- 
lone said. 

“We are closing our eyes to 
reality if we do not realize that 
the tremendous effort now be- 
ing made to attract young peo- 
ple of ability into careers in 
the sciences and engineering 
inevitably will reduce the num- 
ber of outstanding students 
who apply for admission to 
law schools,” he said. 


On a recent yisit to Russia 
with other members of the 
bar, Malone said, he found 
lawyers there receiving an 
average monthly income of 
$350. However, low Russian in- 
come tax rates allowed the 
recipiént to * a greater 
proportion than his American 
counterpart receiving an av- 
erage of $900 a month. 

Malone warned his listeners 
against the mistake of under- 
estimating the U.S.S.R. or be- 
lieving its people are going 
to throw off the shackles of 
Communism. 

To meet the complexities of 
the current age of scientific 
advances, Malone urged a com- 
prehensive program of post- 
admission training for the legal 
profession of the United States.

Such a program of continu- 
ing legal education has been 
made an objective of the 
American Bar Association and 
would provide legal institutes 
conducted by qualified instruc- 
tors in all sections of the coun- 
try, he said.

Structure to Cost 
$1,000,000. 


St. Louis University will 
build a four-story structure 
for treatment of patients with 
acute psychiatric problems, it 
was announced today. Approv- 
al of a federal grant of 8448. 
000 for the project was an- 
nounced. 


A spokesman for the univer- 
sity said gifts from private do- 
nors would help cover con- 
struction costs estimated at 
about $1,000,000. 


Dr. James W. Colbert, dean 
of the university's medical 
said the psychiatric 
unit would be built immedi- 
ately north of Firmin Desloge 
Hospital, 1325 South Grand 
boulevard. Construction is ex- 
pected to start next spring. 

“The building, containing 
35,000 square, feet of floor 
space, will provide faciilties for 
intensive therapy of in-patients 
with acute emotional problems 
requiring management by doc- 
tors for weeks or months,” Dr. 
Colbert said. 

Care also will be provided 
for out-patients who are ambu- 
latory, he said. There will be 
teaching and research space. 

The $448,000 grant under the 
Hill-Burton Act will not pro- 
vide for research facilities, but 
the university will seek funds 
for that under another Govern- 
ment program, Dr. Colbert 
said. 

Federal aid totaling $47,925 
also will go to the St. Louis 
County Health Center under 
the Hill-Burton Act's provi- 
sions, it was announced in Jef- 
ferson City today.

AIR FORCE JET FIRES SECRET 
AIR-T0-GROUND MISSILE 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Sept. 26 (AP)—An Air Force 


jet plane streaked in over the 
cape yesterday and fired a 
highly classified air-to-ground 
rocket test vehicle into the At- 
lantie.

1958 CRIME RISING TO NEW 
RECORD, FBI’S HOOVER SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 
(AP)—FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoever said yesterday 1958 
appears destined to set a new 
record for major crime. He 
reported that data from metro- 
politan areas across the coun- 
try the first six months of the 
year indicate a 12.3 per cent 
increase in serious crime as 
compared with the first half 
of 1957.

Wilson’s two brothers, ac- 
companied by an unidentified 
Negro woman, also were on 
hand. 

Instead of being charged 
with attempted rape, which 
carries a maximum penalty of 
20 years in prison, Wilson was 
indicted for robbery and night- 
time burglary, both capital of- 
fenses. He was tried only on 
the first indictment. He had 
served two prison terms for 
grand larceny. 

Although the small amount 
of money involved is imma- 
terial under Alabama law, it 
triggered a torrent of protests 
both from the United States 
and abroad. Many of the let- 
ters which flooded into Fol- 
som'’s office asking clemency 
for the Negro contained checks 
for $1.95. 

Alabama law defines robbery 
as the taking of money or 
goods from another person by 
force or violence, regardless 
of the amount involved.

On Oct. 14, Gravois Creek 
watershed residents will vote on 
a bond issue proposed by the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer Dis- 
trict to construct a trunk sewer 
from funds raised by the $4,100,- 
000 bond issue.

Behind Chiang’s Glowing Reports 

The optimistic and one-sided reports from 
the Chinese Nationalist defense ministry on 
the artillery exchanges and the aerial dog 
fights over Formosa Strait should be taken 
with more than a grain of salt. It must be 
remembered that Chiang Kai-shek and his 
ministry, obsessed with their pipe dream of 
occupying the mainland, would like nothing 
better than to get the United States embroiled 
in a war with Red China. 

On Wednesday it was reported that 32 Na- 
tionalist Sabrejets, engaged with more than 
100 Soviet-designed MIGs, shot down 10 of 
them and all returned safely. Although this 
claim is said to be based on a study of gun 
camera films of both American and Chinese 
experts, that is not conclusive evidence. More 
than one plane frequently fires upon an 
enemy plane and in the films identification is 
not always positive. 

On Thursday it was reported that artillery 
fire from Quemoy knocked out 16 Communist 
cannon, six artillery emplacements, an am- 
munition depot, a radar station and a gaso- 
line store. How was this determined? If by 
aerial photography, did not Chiang’s planes 
violate Red territory? d how big were 
the targets that were destroyed? A half- 
dozen shells could be an ammunition depot. 

Chiang’s glowing accounts of aerial victories 
over the Reds and superb counter artillery 
fire all serve to create the impression that 
Red China would be a pushover for the com- 
bined Formosan and American forces. That 
undoubtedly is the intention. But the Na- 
tionalists’ factual accuracy cannot be trusted. 

One paragraph that Chiang wrote in his 
recent book “Soviet Russia in China; a Sum- 
ming at 70,” needs to be remembered: “The 


only effective strategy against Russian Com- 


munists’ protracted warfare is one of total 
war. I strongly feel that this is what the 
‘free world needs to adopt.”

De Gaulle’s Next Step 


Counting on the approval of the new 
French constitution in the weekend’s voting, 
Premier De Gaulle has called together his 
cabinet to prepare the election law under 
which the first parliament of the Fifth Re- 
public is to be chosen. The new constitution 
says no more than that “deputies to the Na- 
tional Assembly shall be elected by direct 
suffrage. The Senate shall be elected by in- 
direct suffrage. . . . An organic law shall 
determine the term for which each Assembly 
is elected, the number of its members, their 
emoluments, the conditions of eligibility and 
the system of ineligibilities and incompati- 
bilities... .” 

This vagueness about the parliament which 
De Gaulle hopes to have elected in November 
is being stressed by those who oppose the 
constitution. The election law may be drafted 
in a manner to influence the political make- 
up of both the Assembly and the Senate, they 
say. This may have as much to do with the 
apathy of the electorate as De Gaulle’s popu- 
lar demonstrations “by invitation only,” the 
rough tactics of the hooligan element among 
his supporters, and the transformation of the

This much is certain: Richard A. Mack was 
not a fit appointee for the FCC and President 
Eisenhower knew too little about his choice 
when he entrusted him with an important 
public office.

Meantime a special study ordered by the 
Senate Commerce committee points to the 
lack of standards in the selection of FCC 
members.

Bowles, professor of industrial management 
at M.LT., says “it would appear from recent 
appointments that there are no qualifications 
other than American citizenship and political 
acceptability.” 

That is an indictment of the way the Eisen- 
hower Administration has chosen the com- 
missioners who handle the big issues of rates 
and fares and standards and licenses that are 
the heavy responsibilities of the regulatory 
agencies. 


Crackdown in Jefferson County 


The partial breakdown of law enforcement 
in neighboring Jefferson county has very 
properly received the prompt and 
attention of Gov. Blair. The State Highway 
Patrol has been ordered to “run gambling 
out of the state.” Agents of the State Liquor 
Control t will work with the troop- 
ers on violation of the liquor laws. 

There have been, in addition, widespread 
laxities in enforcing truck licensing, safety 
and traffic laws. In all these cases there are 
grounds for strong suspicion that local offi- 
cials have been complacent toward offenses 
because they share in the financial interests 
of the offenders. 

The Highway Patrol should be able to do a 
great deal to make life miserable for the law- 
breakers. Simple disclosure of the facts will 
make ties between law-violators and law offi- 
cials increasingly ungomfortable. But there 
may be and very likely is a job to be done 
here that can only be done by a grand jury 
of citizens worthy of the name. 

While all Missourians have a stake in clean- 
ing out thé corruption that has broken out 
in Jefferson county, none have so direct a 
stake as the good people of Jefferson county 
themselves. A few indietments vigorously 
prosecuted could work wonders.

„ VIENNA, Sept. 26 (AP) —

The Eastern delegates 
claimed that the West injected 
elements in the program and 
budget of 1959 which would 
lead the agency astray. They 
aid the American line would 
“end in a cuncept of an inter- 
national center for funda- 
mental research instead of aid- 
ing the atomic development of 
needy nations.” They declared 
„not a single gram” of the 
American offer of 5000 kilo- 
grams of enriched uranium had 
been received by the agency 
so far. 

An American spokesman im- 
mediately replied. He said that 
the most cttecive assistance 
to underdeveloped countries 
would be possible under the 
research program outlined by 
McCone, particularly in the 
field of isotopes which would 
bring immediate reward. 

“What good could uranium 
do them? he asked. 

He said a basic rule in nu- 
clear energy is that the pre- 
requisites for its application 
are “manpower, materials and 
money.” 

“Nuclear fuel can be of bene- 
fit only to more advanced na- 
tions,” he said 

Japan is such a nation, the 
spokesman added. Japan has 
asked for three tons of natural 
Uranium. 


Debaters Air Contrary Views 
On Illinois Judicial Amendment 


The proposed judicial 
amendment to the Illinois con- 
stitution was praised last night 
as a reform measure which 
would produce “the 
system of any state in the na- 
tion,” and attacked as a “Tro. 
jan horse“ which would make 
the courts “a stepchild of gov- 
ernment.” * 

These contrasting views were 
expressed in a debate at Alton 
in which Wallace M. Mulliken, 
Champaign attorney, spoke for 
the amendment, and Floyd E. 
Thompson of Chicago, former 
chief justice of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, voiced bitter op- 
position. The proposal goes 
before the voters at the Nov. 4 
election. 

Both lawyers were members 
of a joint committee of the 
Illinois and Chicago Bar As- 
sociations which drafted a pro- 
posal to reorganize the state's 
courts. This draft was sub- 
mitted to the Legislature last 
year but underwent substantial 
amendment before the present 
measure was completed. Both 
bar associations, however, are 
supporting the amendment, 


Major Criticism. 

Judge Thompson's major 
criticism was that the amend- 
ment would break down the 
traditional system of checks 
and balances between the exec- 
utive, legislative and judicial 
branches of state government 
by authorizing the Legislature 
to fix terms of office for 
judges, rule on the method of 
selection and control the rule- 
making power of the courts. 

Thompson, discussing the 
changes in the bar associations’ 
draft, acknowledged that com- 
promise is essential in the 
democratic process of legisla- 
tion,” but declared that “aban- 
donment of principles funda- 
mental to a government of free 
men in desperation for change 
is not reform.” 

He agreed that the present 
judicial article of the Constitu- 
tion is badly in need of change, 
but added that the proposal 
now before the voters is not 
the answer 

The difference between Mr. 
Mulliken and me is simple — 
he believes what is offered is 
better than nothing, and I be- 
lieve that it is worse than 
nothing,” Thompson said.

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TENANT GOT AD 
FROM BOHRER 


A St. Louis county council- 
man, who last week instituted 
an inquiry into incomes of Jef- 
ferson Barracks housing proj- 
ect tenants, said today he re- 
quested that a tenant be al- 
lowed to remain in the project 
Jast year although his income 
was above the permissible 


Councilman George E. Bohr- 
er(Rep.), Sixth district, said he 
asked the County Housing Au- 
thority to grant the tenant a 
three-month extension as a 
“hardship case.” 

Although the request was 
made more than a year ago, 
the tenant still lives at the 
project, the Housing Authority 
reported . “We gave up 
after Bohrer intervened,” a 
spokesman for the agency com- 

nted. The Authority had 
trying since August 1956 
to evict the tenant. 
Asked for Help. 

In explanation of his re- 
quest to the Housing Author- 
ity, Bohrer said: “The tenant 
asked me to appeal on his be- 
half. He said he planned to 
build a house and I learned he 
owned a lot.” 

Bohrer, whose district in- 
eludes the housing project, 
said he did not learn until re- 
cently that the tenant had not 
moved from Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 

The Housing Authority, which 
last year obtained an eviction 
order against the tenant, re- 
ported the family’s income was 
more than $6500 in the year 
ended in March*1957. The 
maximum permissible under 
Authority regulations is $4900 
for the family which has four 
members, it was said. 

A spokesman for the Author- 
ity said staff members who had 
been seeking to remove the 
family became discouraged by 
Bohrer’s “interference.” 

Bohrer last week sponsored 
a resolution that was adopted 
by the council calling for a 
study to determine whether 
any tenants at the project have 
incomes higher than those au- 
thorized under state law. The 
Housing Authority reported to- 
day that 17 cases of excessive 
incomes have been found in 
questionnaires returned by 233 
of the 247 families living in the 
project. 

In most of the 17 cases, in- 
comes were reported to be only 
slightly ‘above permissible lev- 
els, it was said. Housing proj- 
ect opponents contend the 
number of over-income fam- 
ilies is much larger.

Francisco is the ownership of 
the air space that surrounds it.

Blood Fractionation in Fight on Disease 


Microscopic Elements Taken From Plasma Help Body Build Up Defenses;

IN THE HUMAN BLOOD- 
stream are many microscopic 
chemical elements, so tiny 
they can’t be seen even under 
a powerful lens. Yet any one 
of them may someday solve 
mankind’s most baffling med- 
ical mysteries. 

Each of these elements is be- 
lieved by science to be a fight- 
er against certain human ills, 
a minute part of the body’s 
complex and efficient defense 
mechanism, If one is lacking 
or weak, through nature's 
oversight, the defense breaks 
down. . 

But science has learned to 
make up for nature’s failure 
by injecting this element—in 
concentrated form—into the 
bloodstream, thereby rebuild- 
ing the defense to the point 
where the body can ‘success- 
fully throw off the disease or 
resist its attack. , 

The battle has been to iso- 
late and identify these tiny 
elements and to test their pow- 
ers. In St. Louis, as well as in 
other medical centers, the 
fight has gone on and thus 
far, researchers have captured 
five. With each capture, an- 
other disease has loosened its 
grip on man. 

Three of these elements are 
in use today. Two others are 
in the experimental stage. 

These are the five: 

Serum albumin, which over- 
comes the effect of severe 
shock or burns. 

Gamma globulin, which has 
been used effectively in the 
cure of measles and the pre- 
vention of its spread. 

Fibrinogen, which combats 
the tendency to bleed exces- 
sively, is lessening the threat 
of severe hemorrhaging, one 
of the dreaded dangers of 
childbirth. 

Plasminogen, found to be 
capable of dissolving blood 
clots in animals, may lessen 
the dread of coronary throm- 
bosis, a major cause of death. 

Ceruloplasmin, still in the 
laboratory stage, is seen as a 
potential curb for Wilson’s 
disease, a neurological ailment. 

In addition, of course, the 
battle is going on against can- 
cer, arthritis, rheumatism and 
asthma as researchers test the 
known elements against these 
diseases. It’s too early to pre- 
dict results, but there’s enough 
hope to make the battle seem 


* worthwhile. 


This separation of blood ele- 
ments is known as fractiona- 
tion, third major development 
emerging from medical 
science’s study of the blood 
not only as a life preserver 
but as a healer of human ills. 
The first was the transfusion 
of whole blood from one per- 
son to another; the second was 
the use of dried plasma which 
met drastically increased needs 
during World War II and per- 
mitted storage for future use. 

Even though the third step 
is well devgloped, the first 
and second still are being fol- 
lowed. Transfusions of whole 
blood as well as of plasma are 
given daily in all hospitals, 
and the plasma which is un- 
used can be frozen and kept 
indefinitely for future treat- 
ment. This, doctors say, is 
especially effective in the fight 
against hemophilia, bleeding 
caused by improper coagula- 
tion of the blood.

centrations and it would re- 
quire far more whole blood 
than the human body can carry 
to make up any serious de- 
ficiency. 


But as each of these fight- 
ing elements is isolated and 
its special healing power 
proved in the laboratory, it 
can be prescribed for a specific 
ill just as can any other tailor- 
made medication. 

The fractionation program, 
in which the world’s largest 
blood banker, the American 
Red Cross, is a major partner, 
came about as a result of two 
problems: 

1. What to do with outdated 
blood, since it must be used 
for transfusion within 21 days 
after it is donated. 

2. How to squeeze the maxi- 
mum benefit out of every drop 
of that blood. 

Research began early in 
World War II when distance 
and transportation problems 
impeded the use of whole 
blood for battlefield transfu- 
sions. The fractionation proc- 
ess was developed by a group 
of Harvard Medical School sci- 
entists directed by Dr. Edwin 
J. Cohn. 


The actual process of frac- 
tionation is done commercially 
since no one Red Cross blood 
center. is equipped to handle’ 
the mammoth job. Indicative 
of its scope is the fact that 
plasma from as many as 5000 
blood donors is combined to 
form one batch from which the 
separate elements are drawn 
in the commercial laboratories. 

But the Red Cross does pro- 
vide the basic element with 
which the commercial firms 
work. This is the plasma, the 
“heart” of the blood, the liquid 
substance which is left when 
the red corpuscles have been 
removed. 

Blood centers, such as that 
maintained by the St. Louis 
Red Cross chapter, separate 
the plasma from many bottles 
of blood, combine it in larger 
flasks, then ship these plasma 
pools to processing firms for 
preparation of the derivatives. 

At the same time, the chap- 
ter technicians freeze plasma 
which is stored at the Blood 
Bank until needed by hospitals. 

The commercial firms bottle 
the separate elements and re- 
turn them to the Red Cross for

Since the program was begun 
in the early 1940s, more than 
$57,000,000 worth of blood 
fractions have been supplied 
by the Red Cross. 

Missouri residents received 
a total of 102,011 units of the 
derivatives valued at $802,114. 
In no instance has a patient 
paid for this service. 

Among the researchers who 
are working with the blood 
fractions in further inquiry 
into their curative powers is 
Dr. Sol Sherry of Wohl Hos- 
pital in St. Louis who for 
several years has been con- 
ducting experiments with plas- 
minogen supplied by the Red 
Cross. 

This is the element which 
has been found to have clot- 
dissolving powers and thus 
may prove successful in treat- 
ing coronary thrombosis or em- 
bolism by gently breaking 
apart the blood clots before 
they can severely damage the 
heart or permanently obstruct 
the blood flow in a limb, 
sometimes making amputation 
necessary. 


Other researchers are work- 
ing with serum albumin which, 
it is believed, may help treat 
acute pancreatitis. Another 
group is experimenting with 
gamma globulin on the basis 
of evidence that it may relieve 
rheumatism and arthritis. 

Allergists from the Ameri- 
can Academy of Allergy are 
studying the effects of gamma 
globulin in infectious asthma 
cases. In the east this same 
element’s role in the possible 
control of cancer of the lymph 
glands is being studied by a 
research group. More than 46 
quarts of gamma globulin have 
been supplied to the latter 
scientific team by various 
chapters of the Red Cross. 

Happily, these elements al- 
ready have proved their worth 
in the fight against other ail- 
ments. 

At Cardinal Glennon Memo 
rial Hospital for Children in 
St. Louis, gamma globulin is 
being used extensively in the 
treatment of measles and in 
helping to prevent the spread 
of the disease through inocu- 
lations of those who have been 
exposed to it.

“MY HUSBAND has been a drinker all his life,” writes 
Mrs. R., “and for years I met this problem in the worst 
possible way. I would plead with him, tell him he was 
breaking his old mother’s heart, destroying his own home, 
losing the respect of his children and alienating my love 
for him. Did that do any ‘good? On the contrary, as I’ve 
learned since. The more remorseful I made him feel, the 
more intolerable his sense of gilt became. He couldn’t 
stand it, and the only way he knew to get away from it was 
by getting drunk again. 


“Then I began to see what he was doing to me. 
I read up on the subject and learned that nearly 
all aleoholics are filled with resentments, fears, 
lies, perplexities, a sense of insecurity, and an 
exaggerated ego. I looked at myself. My resent- 
ments and fears were overwhelming—only I could 
not escape from them as George did by his occas- 
fonally drunken sprees. 


“I faced the fact that I had developed the habit of 
lying—I was always lying to the children, to his employer, 
to. friends and relatives, hosts and hostesses, as well as to 
myself, I hated myself! And as for a sense of insecurity 
What wife of an alcoholic doesn’t have one, and justi- 
fiably so? The exaggerated ego part didn’t apply to me, at

Thanks, Mrs. R. A million wives need such helps 
many more, probably, because there are 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000 alcoholics in the United States, most of them 
“males. For the benefit of those not familiar with these 
conditions, I'll note that the women’s organization which 
Mrs. R. joined is called the Al-Anon Family Group and it 
has just changed its national address; it is now to be 
reached through P.O. Box 182, Madison Square Station, 
New York 10, N. Y. 

There may be one in your city; if it’s not in the tele- 
phone book there is a listing for Alcoholics Anonymous 
and they can tell you how to reach the local women’s group. 

Alcoholism is so definitely a family problem that there 
are now even groups of older sons and daughters, known 
as Ala-Teens, working on it. If you want to learn more, 
write me, with stamped, self-addressed envelope, for FREE 
reading list of good books and inexpensive pamphlets on 
alcoholism.

FARMING HAS COME a far 
distance since the time when

One of the fastest growing 
changes at the moment is a 
thing called integration, al- 
though this word has such un- 
pleasant connotations that ef- 
fort is being made to change 
it to “contract farming.” This 
is not entirely a new thing and 
it has points of appeal for the 
small farmer. Yet it is already 
the subject of heated debate 
and has so many long-range 
implications for the consumer 
who must spend a good portion 
of his income on food that it 
is worth examining. 

Contract farming, in brief, is 
a method of operation where 
one or another of many middle- 
men in agriculture takes over 
control of production on a giv- 
en product, with some of the 
risks this involves, in return 
for the many benefits that are 
implicit in production control. 
The chief of these is, of course, 
the ability to set price ard 
profit. The farmer eliminates 
some of his risk and also loses 
his position as an independent 
operator in a market that is at 
least partially free, to become 
a day worker at some fixed fig- 
ure set by the middleman. This 
latter may be a feed manufac- 
turer or his dealers, a chain 
store system, or a packer or 
other processor.

This seems a big price to pay 
for loss of initiative and inde- 
pendence on one’s own f 
even granting that the farmer 
is protected against the risk of 
losing out entirely in bad years. 
In the poultry business, where 
contract production is an old 
story, the thing that has re- 
sulted too n is a sort of 
old-fashioned industrial speed- 
up. The feed dealer or manu- 
facturer is interested in his 
guaranteed market for feed as 
well as in broilers. When broil- 
er prices go up he is apt to 
press his farmers to borrow 
money to expand and then leave 
them holding the bag when 
prices drop. 


As far as the consumer is 
concerned, there is no doubt 
that contract farming can re- 
sult in some benefits. When 
packer, feed manufacturer or 
chain store specifies the type 
of livestock raised, quality 
shquld go up. But there is also 

When any mid- 
dleman controls production he 
may end by also controlling the 
farms that make the production 
possible. When that happens, 
the consumer is at his mercy 
because he alone sets the price 
of his particular product in the 
market-place.
